SOIL  PREPARATION 

In  the  fall  previous  to  spring  planting  scatter  bonemeal  over  the  soil  at  the  rate 
of  one  pound  to  each  three  square  feet  of  ground.  This  food  will  be  available,  and 
ready  to  be  assimilated  by  the  plants  the  following  year.  When  this  is  not  possible, 
apply  steamed  bonemeal  at  the  same  rate  in  early  spring. 


PLANTING  —  HEAVY  SOIL 

Plant  roots  horizontally  with  the  sprout  or  eye  pointing  upward  six  inches  deep 
on  a  quart  of  sand  poured  in  the  bottom  of  hole.  Cover  two  inches  with  soil,  gradually 
fill  up  hole  as  the  plant  grows  to  ground  level. 

LIGHT  SOIL 

Plant  roots  same  as  above,  only  plant  eight  inches  deep;  sand  is  not  necessary  in 
light  soil  as  there  is  plenty  of  drainage.  Cover  root  two  inches  to  three  inches  with 
soil  and  fill  in  to  ground  level,  as  plant  grows. 


CULTIVATION 

Never  let  the  ground  bake,  always  cultivate  after  a  rain,  or  after  irrigation.  It  is 
more  essential  to  cultivate  than  irrigate  until  plants  reach  blooming  stage.  After 
flower  buds  show  color  discontinue  cultivation  and  mulch.  The  best  mulch  to  use  is 
German  peat  moss  that  can  be  purchased  in  bales  at  a  nominal  cost,  and  a  bale  goes  a 
long  way.  We  use  about  a  cubic  foot  to  each  plant  of  the  broken  up  material  placed 
right  around  the  plant.  No  more  cultivation  should  be  done. 


WATERING 

Dahlias  do  not  need  an  excessive  amount  of  water  until  the  buds  commence  to 
form,  only  enough  to  keep  the  plants  in  a  good,  healthy,  growing  condition;  too  much 
water  will  cause  rot,  which  in  turn  causes  loss  of  plant.  Now  when  the  buds  commence 
to  show  color,  start  watering  generously.  We  recommend  overhead  irrigation,  “Skin¬ 
ner  System.”  We  do  all  watering  during  the  day;  no  watering  is  done  at  night. 
Water  is  turned  on  at  about  10:00  A.  M.  and  left  running  until  nightfall.  This  keeps 
the  air  full  of  moisture  which  results  in  healthy  plants,  good  blooms,  and  eliminates 
burning  of  the  flowers.  It  is  surprising  the  small  amount  of  water  in  volume  is  actually 
used  by  this  method.  We  do  not  irrigate  at  the  base  of  plants,  all  watering  is  done 
overhead.  This  last  summer  the  thermometer  in  our  field  stood  day  after  day  at  115 
degrees,  and  it  was  marvelous  the  condition  in  which  our  flowers  kept  on  the  plant. 
We  won  prizes  at  the  Los  Angeles  Biltmore  Show  over  growers  from  the  Coastal  sec¬ 
tions,  which  proves  to  us  that  overhead  watering  is  the  essential  for  growing  good 
flowers  in  the  hot  interiors. 


PESTS  AND  CONTROL 
— Under  Ground — 

WIRE  WORM — Use  Cyanogas  in  the  hole  in  which  your  bulbs  are  to  be  planted 
three  weeks  in  advance  of  planting  time,  and  one  ounce  of  Vaporite  well  mixed  with 
the  soil  that  is  placed  around  the  root,  then  you  will  not  be  troubled  with  wireworms. 

GOPHERS — These  rodents  enjoy  the  dahlia  tuber,  so  watch  out  for  mounds  of 
ground  around  the  dahlia  patch;  either  use  poisoned  wheat,  or  a  good,  wire  gopher  trap. 


— Sucking  Insects — 

WHITEFLY,  LEAFHOPPER,  APHIS,  CUCUMBER  BEETLE,  AND  MILDEW— 
All  these  insects  are  detrimental  to  the  plant’s  growth,  and  a  stunted  plant  means  poor 
and  inferior  flowers.  Spray  plants  regularly  at  intervals  of  a  week  apart  with  Imazu. 
This  spray  is  not  injurious  to  human,  animal,  or  plant  life,  but  is  death  to  bugs  and 
insects. 


FERTILIZING 

Dahlias  do  not  require  an  excessive  amount  of  fertilizer  providing  your  soil  has 
been  previously  prepared,  as  per  instructions  under  Soil  Preparation.  We  use  a  com¬ 
mercial  fertilizer  containing  these  elements:  2%  Nitrogen,  10%  Phosphoric  Acid,  and 
10%  Potash.  This  is  applied  at  the  rate  of  five  ounces  to  the  plant  when  the  plants 
are  about  eighteen  inches  high  in  a  twelve-inch  circle  about  the  plant.  No  other  fer¬ 
tilizer  is  applied  on  our  growing  ground.  For  those  who  desire  to  grow  show  flowers, 
a  tablespoonful  of  Nitrate  of  Soda  dissolved  in  a  quart  of  water  and  applied  to  the 
plant  when  the  buds  show  color  will  materially  increase  the  size  of  the  flower,  but,  re¬ 
member,  an  excessive  amount  of  forcing  ruins  your  bulbs  for  the  next  season.

A  giant  dahlia  of  lovely  color¬ 
ing.  Pure  golden  yellow  with  a  bronze  center,  and  reverse  of  petals  reveals  a  bronze 
suffusion.  The  blooms  are  held  on  fair  stems  well  above  the  foliage  of  the  sturdy, 
strong-growing  plant.  Good  exhibition  variety,  and  wonderful  as  a  seed  parent.

M.  H.  DE  YOUNG  (Boston) — F.  D.  Bloom  7"x3".  Bush  5  feet.  Pure  gold  with 
the  center  illuminated  with  a  brighter  shade.

The  flowers  are  held  facing  to  upright,  and  are  6  to  8  inches  in 
diameter,  and  very  deep.  This  light,  airy  fantastic  ball-shaped  decorative  makes  a 
most  striking  plant  for  the  garden,  as  well  as  a  most  effective  flower  for  the  exhibition 
table.

Bronze,  heavily  suffused 
with  dull  old  rose,  with  gold  shadings  at  base  of  petals,  giving  it  a  burnished  copper 
effect.  Blooms  profusely.  Flowers  held  well  above  the  foliage  on  long,  rigid  stems.

This  gor¬ 
geous  dahlia  in  the  garden  is  impressive  with  its  staghorn  petal  formation,  the  large, 
dark  green,  insect-resistant  foliage,  the  cane-stiff  stems,  the  thrifty  growth,  and  great¬ 
est  of  all,  that  color,  found  in  no  other  dahlia,  which  is  as  hard  to  describe  as  to  repro¬ 
duce  in  color.  It  may  be  described  as  a  royal  purple.  Received  A,  D.  S.  Certificate  in 
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1929  and  was  recommended  for  Certificate  D.  S.  of  N.  J.,  1930.  This  dahlia  is  a  slow 
grower  and  will  therefore  stand  fairly  good  culture  with  safety.  We  are  confident  it 
will  please  you.

TY  COBB  (Peacock) — I.  D.  The  plant  is  a  strong,  vigorous  grower,  with  dark, 
green,  glossy  leaves;  an  early,  free  and  continuous  bloomer.  The  flowers  are  large, 
8  to  10  inches  in  diameter  and  5  to  6  inches  deep.  The  form  is  the  graceful  hybrid  type, 
between  the  hybrid  cactus  and  decorative,  with  back  petals  reflexing  to  the  stem.  But, 
it  is  the  color  that  is  its  chief  charm.  Brilliant,  glowing  garnet,  shading  deeper,  with 
a  most  lustrous  sheen.  The  reflex  is  a  luminous  crimson  purple.
